CALENDAR OF SAINTS (1.M.145). 
By ALFRED KITSON, 

In order to help Lyceumists to understand in what 
vay the men and women enumerated jn the "Calendar 
Г Sainte’ have benefitted humanity and he Iped "m the 
old's progress, to entitle them to be called ''Saints,' 
ve purpose giving brief sketches of their lives, as space 
permits, and month by month, We shall take therm 
in their alphabetical order, We fee] sure Lyceumists 
will welcome this added interest to the pages of the 
LYCEUM BANNER, 


Angelo, Buonarrote Michel. The son of a poor 
pentleman of Florence, was born at Caprese, in 1475, 
His father apprenticed him, in 1488, to the painter 
Ghirlandajo, Later, Lorenzo, the Magnificent, took 
hun to his house, where he met the most eminent. men 
of the day, listened to discourses on Plato and poetry, 
and heard of Greece and Columbus. In Lorenzo's 
school, which contained a priceless collection of 
antiques, he found his inspiration, and, getting a block 
of marble, he struck the Faun’s Mask, and his first 
bas-relief, Pue BATILE or THE CENTAUNRS. Michel 
Angclo's name is held in reverence as being one of the 
world's greatest sculptors, painters, architect, military 
engineer, poet, the culminating genius of the Renaiss- 
ance (marking the transition from the Middle Ages to 
the modern world), He was the first great modern 
sculptor, inasmuch as he penctrated through the sense 
of beauty in outward form and contour to the emerging 
motives of passion and emotion in the human being. 
Primarily the sculptor, his vision as a painter was 
expressed by form and line, grand in style. To him 
the service of beauty was a religion. He impressed 
his personality on the age, and the influence of his 
work has been potent to the present day. He died in 
1564. 


Archimedes  (ar-ke-me-des). 
Syracuse, 287 D.C.—d. 212, He was the most famous 
mathematician of antiquity, intermediate in time 
between Euclid and Apollonius. Beside making many 
important discoveries in mechanics and mathematics, 
he invented numerous mechanical contrivances, The 
Archimedian Screw still bears its inventor's name, It 
was first used in Egypt to raise water from a lower to 
a higher leve]. Не discovered the principle of Hydra- 
statics: “‘that a body immersed in fiuid weighs less than 
it does in vacuo by the weight of the displaced fluid.’ 
The machines he made for showering stones on the 
Roman ships, and for seizing them and raising them 
in the алг, so terrorised the attacking party in the siege 
of Syracuse that Marcellus at once stopped his assault. 
Archimedes was killed in the confusion attendant upon 
the capture of Syracuse by the Romans. 


Aristotle (ar-is-tot']). No. 145. Л Macedonian, 
born 384 B.C.—died 322. Aristotle is rightly called 
by Dante “Че master of them that know,’’ for he first 
marked out the path all science was to follow, and first 
took all knowledge to be his province, although he had 
little appreciation of mathematical ways of thinking. 
The profession of medicine was hereditary in his 
family. At the age of seventeen he came to Athens, 
then ‘the school of Greece,’ in search of that wider 
culture of which Isocrates was then the professor; but 
it was not in the Academy, the school of Plato, 
that he could find intellectual satisfact ction. 
was then about sixty years ‹ 


No, 145. Born at 
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Aristotle agreed with Plato in holding that all science 
is of the ‘forne, the universal element in things; but 
he would not draw the inference, $o natural to a mathe- 
matician Ике Plato, that the ‘forms’ alone were real, 
and that the manifold objects of sense only existed, 
Still Jess could. he follow hin in his Jater reduction of £ 
the ‘forms’ to "numbers! or mathematical formula: 
Aristotle was about 37 when Plato died, and, being 
disappointed at not being chosen head of the Academy, 
he left Athens. He returned to Athens in 335 D.C 
Like Plato, Aristotle sct up a school, a ‘gymnasium,’ 
outside the town, This was the Lyceum, once a 
favourite haunt of Socrates, The school was a society 
with a regular organisation and a corporate life, 
Scientific work was done in common, ana the results 
were embodied in courses of lectures which were con- 
stantly revised and kept up to date by Aristotle him- 
self, It is these lectures that have come down to us 
as the works of Aristotle, It is very important, in 
comparing Aristotle with PJato, to bear in mind that 
we possess all Plato's literary works and not a word of ) 
his lectures in the Academy, while we have only 
Aristotle's lectures, and no more than scraps of his 
published writings. 


Arkwright, Sir Richard. No. 145. Born at 
Preston, in 1732, died 1792. He learned the trade of 
barber and became a dealer jn hair, adding to his 
profits by the invention of a successful hair-dye. 
About 1707 he began to turn his attention to the 
invention of a machine or frame for carrying out all

application of force. In 1768 he set up in Preston his 
first spinning-frame; it consisted principally of two 7 


pairs of rollers, the first pair moving slowly in contact, 
passing the sliver (a continuous strand of loose, un- 
twisted cotton) to a second pair, which revolved with 
greater velocity, and drew out the cotton to the neces- 
sary degree of tenacity. The sliver was then attached 
to a spindle and fly, whose revolutions twisted the 
cotton into a thread, and at the same time wound it 
on a bobbin.

and number of spindles, a corresponding number of 

threads could be spun and wound at the same time and

become part of our mental nature, and in spirit 
minds will still contain these pleasure-images

What have James s Laws of Contiguity, 
Contrast and Sequence to do with (a) associa 
cultivation of memory, and (c 
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You will note that you are not asked to define or 
explain. James's Laws; so even if you feel inclined to 
prepare the. ground by pointing out that Contiguity 
means Nearness of ideas (such as boiling water suggesting 
a fire and a kettle); that Similarity means an idea very 
much like one just brought to our notice (like a piece of 
cenery reminding us of our childhood homes) ; that 

Contrast means what we see or hear or experience making 
us think of something opposite (like the bleakness of 
Winter making us think of the glory of Autumn); and 
that Seguence means one idea leading to, or logically 
following or arising from, another (as the study of 
phenomena leading to ideas of spirit control, spirit 
communication, spirit communion, continuity of 
conscious existence, etc.) ;—even if you feel inclined to 
show that these big words are really old familiar friends 
with "'fancy'' names, don't do it, as you will only be 
wasting valuable time and, most likely, valuable marks. 
All you have been asked to do is to show briefly how 
they may be used for purposes of (a), (b) and (c), and 
then illustrate (not Prove) your answer by drawing up 
apperception masses to show the value of these Laws to 
the student of Spiritualism. You need not even point 
out that apperception masses are only groups of asso- 
ciated ideas, built up in the mind of each individual 
thinker. 

So, avoiding all these temptations, you will start off 
by claiming (a) that we cannot associate ideas in our 
mind unless we have some other ideas with which we can 
compare them, and so see whether they are similar or 
opposite or if they suggest some common idea which 
will follow from or lead up to them—the ideas being 
associated in our mind by what we may decide about 
them after this comparison; (b) that the real test of a 
good memory is being able to call up facts and ideas as 
they may be required, and that the best way to culti- 
vate our memory is to get into the habit of thinking 
carefully over what we wish to remember, and asso- 
ciating our facts and ideas (having sorted them out 
according to similarity, contrast, etc.) with others of 
the same kind or class, so that they will be available 
the minute they are needed; and (c) that for systematic 
thinking we must have our knowledge, our ideas and 
our opinions well arranged and also have an exact idea 
of their comparative values: we must know whether the 
groups of associated ideas agree or contrast, and be able 
to combine or separate each with or from the others, and 
to judge whether the new ideas that arise as a result are 
justified by what we have already decided to accept, and 
whether they logically follow from these already 
accepted ideas. 

In building up the ''illustration'' Masses you will 
keep in mind that apperception is only “‘the process of 
receiving new ideas into the mind’’ and of attaching 
them to the proper group of associated ideas. Your 
best basis for a new Mass would be ''The study of 
Phenomena,'' as on and around that idea you could 
build the new ideas it would inevitably lead to: the 
necessity for care in investigation; the sacredness of 
mediumship; the evidential value of phenomena ; the 
need for careful study and impartial examination of all 
evidence; the reliability of mediums and the accuracy 
of spirit communicators. These and many other ideas 
connected with them you will collect into one group, 
sort them out, see how they agree or contradict or call

for further evidence, and finally give each idea its place . ` tary w 


and value in your opinion of Spirit ic Phenomena— 
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and the resulting group of well-tested and well-sorted 
ideas will be your Apperception Mass: what you know 
and understand. 

The next Mass follows as a matter of sequence. 
You will take and examine the knowledge gained about 
phenomena and try, by the use of James's Laws to 
find if it evidences any ''purpose,'' and if so whether 
that purpose isa worthy опе. And as by this systematic 
thinking one decision arises from and confirms or 
modifies another, you will record that the evident 
purpose is to remove from Man the dread of death by 
assuring him of a life hereafter, to make him realise that 
he is a spirit, to re-unite friends and loved ones, to give í 
a message of love and hope and peace to the world, and 
to induce us to develop the gifts and qualities that will 
bring us into certain contact and communion with 
Spirit Realms. Your decisions will form the Appercep- 
tion Mass of ''The Purpose of Spiritualism,’’ which 
proves to be a very worthy one. 

Sequence again suggests further Masses, such as 
“Тһе Value of Spiritualism,’’ ‘‘The Message of Spirit- 
ualism,’’ ''The Goal of Spiritualism,’’ and so on by 
easy stages to ‘‘The Religion of Spiritualism,” You 
will not be expected to give fully detailed Masses with 
such a short time at your disposal—all that could be 
expected would be an indication of the basic idea and 
the ideas it would suggest or attract, put down in such a 
way as to show the value and benefit of using James’s 
Laws in our study of Spiritualism and its philosophy. 
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Now have a try at the other questions on this paper 
(you can get a full set of Intermediate or Subsidiary 
Grade Question Papers from Mrs. Paling for 14d. post 
free), tackling them as you tackled this one, and looking 
up your text-book before and after doing each answer.
